The 
chief deity is the sun-godess, imaterasu, Or "ancestress" of the imperial 
family, and there are lesser gods of mountains streams, etc. The prevail- 
ing peligion is Shinto, but others such as Buddhism, Conficianism, and even 


Chribtianity are making progress in Japan. This is so, primarily because 


complete religious freedom is allowed.
